By comparison the similar 
category in New York City alone 
cost the municipality, the state 
and federal government over 
8180 million. But you can say 
that the Big Apple is so much 
bigger than L.A. Not really. The 
Los Angeles 1975 caseload runs 
about 190,000 compared with 
New York City’s 340,000. Thus 
even if you double the $18,000 
you have $36,000 compared with 
$180 million. They just give the 
money away here. Your money. 
Much of it coming out of federal 
as well as state and city taxes. 
And Los Angeles keeps cool. 
In New York the word still is 
“don’t rock the boat.” Whose 
boat? This is a self-imposed 
blackmail - which, incidentally, 
costs over $300 million a year in 
special checks (of which the $180 
million emergency checks are 
part). 
All this is so vast it should only 
be reported in vignettes. There 
are cases of doctors billing 
medicaid for pregnancy care -- 
where the client is a male. Or for 
home visits when the patient 
actually is in a hospital. 
And there is the letter Horan 
has just received from a 
shocked doctor who reports 
receiving a check for $6,900 in 
payment for bills he submitted 
to the Social Service division. 
But, he says, he only billed for 
$200. Thus this honest physician 
discloses, with a photostat of the 
check, that in this one instance 
alone, there was a careless, 
unverified overpayment of 
$6,700. How many more such 
errors? 
Further, welfare ineligibility 
is rising in New York City. The 
cost of unwarranted payments, 
despite 
the

com­ 
puterization of social services, is 
enormous. 
Delayed 
case 
closings cost an additional $34.6 
million a year. 
And there is the New 
York 
State Department of Social 
Services which does a double 
backward semantic flip to avoid 
saying the welfare money ac­ 
tually is being stolen by 
“ clients” or wasted by the 
nonchalant 
caseworkers. 
Here’s how the department put 
it recently: 
“The financial 
impact of 
payments to ineligible persons 
amounts to $68 million for the 
six-month period (July 1 to Dec. 
31,1975).” 
What do they mean “financial 
impact” ? The money was 
ripped off- and presumably at 
the rate of almost $140 million a 
year.

Covering the Looters: 
Huge 
welfare 
ripoffs 
skyrocket despite constant 
investigative exposure 
NEW YORK — Investigative 
reporting of the truly gargan­ 
tuan welfare-medicaid ripoffs is 
rough on the nervous system. 
It’s tough being a perpetually 
angry man. Even cynicism can’t 
keep the adrenalin down when

Welfare 
Inspector General Richard 
Horan returns from a survey oi 
California with reports that 
where the cashless New York 
City spends almost $200 million 
a year on one brand of relief, Los 
Angeles County pays out $18,000. 
This is no evidence of Los 
Angelenos’ miserliness. The Los 
Angeles County government just 
doesn’t permit much stealing, 
ineligibility, 
ripoffs, 
excess 
payments 
and 
spurious 
emergency grants. Its theory is 
that the money comes out of the 
citizen’s pockets - and helping 
the truly 
needy digs deep 
enough. 
This tale of two cities proves 
that a steady measured hand in 
one community saves vast sums 
and the casual permissiveness 
which has virtually bankrupted 
New York caches hundreds of 
millions of dollars in the pockets 
of welfare racketeers. 
Apparently the rot isn’t 
confined to the Big Apple. The 
total national annual ripoff cost 
is now conservatively estimated 
at $750 million out of $26.5 billion 
spent yearly on welfare and 
medicaid. 
In Los Angeles County, 
Inspector 
General 
Horan 
learned that back in the days 
shortly after the Watts'riots, the 
welfare administrators paid out 
between $5 and $8 million 
monthly in emergency grants. 
Virtually anyone who wandered 
into an income maintenance 
office 
with 
an 
alleged 
emergency attached got what 
they asked for. 
Hie welfare offices, with a 
patronizing noblesse oblige, felt 
they mustn’t “rock the boat.” 
Well, then came the day of 
tightening up. All claims were 
checked. For example, if a 
“client” came in claiming a lost 
welfare check, a new one was 
issued - but merely an advance 
on the next payment. And the 
“ client” 
had to put 
his 
statement in writing. 
If, several weeks later, no one 
had cashed the lost check (and it 
didn’t show up in some bank), 
the 
claimant 
got another 
payment. If the check did clear, 
and the “ client” or an ally had 
cashed 
it, 
the next regular 
welfare check was skipped. 
Further, 
no 
emergency 
payment over $300 could be 
issued without approval of the 
top county relief Official. 
Result, Horan reports, is that 
Los Angeles County disbursed 
some $18,000 in emergency 
grants last year.

Ministry which has turned South 
Yemen into a Soviet-model 
police state. 
An estimated quarter of the 
population is engaged in some 
kind of security work. As in 
other Communist nations, the 
people are encouraged to spy on 
one another. The interrogations 
are reported to be extremely 
harsh. 
Even 
women 
and 
children are hauled in for 
questioning and thrown into 
prison if they don’t give the right 
answers. 
The people have fled South 
Yemen in such numbers that 
smuggling individuals out of the 
country has become a thriving 
black-market 
business. 
The 
population, as a result, has 
plunged from over 1.5 million 
under British rule to 800,000 
under Soviet influence.

Corporate hunting lodges at 
Wye Island. Md., and near 
Albany, Ga., were opened to 
space officials, depending on 
whether they prefer to shoot 
geese in Maryland or quail in 
Georgia. The corporate jet has 
also been made available to 
officials in need of tran­ 
sportation. 
To spare their government 
guests from embarrassment, 
Rockwell uses perforated ex­ 
pense 
vouchers. Above 
the 
perforation, 
the 
Rockwell 
executive writes down how 
much money he has spent on 
entertainment. 
But 
the 
government officials who were 
entertained are discreetly listed 
below bhe perforation. 
After the Rockwell auditors 
have 
approved the reim­ 
bursement, the lower sections of 
the vouchers are removed and 
suppressed. 
Despite 
these 
precautions, we have learned 
the names of some of the of­ 
ficials who have partaken of 
Rockwell’s hospitality: 
- Rockwell once invited some 
distinguished guests, including 
Sen. 
Frank 
Moss, D.-Utah, 
chairman of the Senate Space 
Committee, 
to 
its 
Georgia 
hunting retreat. Then the 
company brought in astronaut 
James Lovell to impress upon 
the guests the importance of the 
space program. 
- On another occasion, Rockwell 


sent its private Sabre liner to 
Houston to fly astronaut Jack 
Lousma to a hunting lodge. The 
corporate 
files show that 
astronaut Stuart Roosa has also 
used the Rockwell jet. 
- As we reported in an earlier 
column, 
space 
officials 
Clarence 
Gay, 
Ryndal 
Wetherington, Gerald Griffin 
and Jack Cramer have been 
guests of the space contractor at 
its Wye Island hunting lodge. 
-Other space officials who 
have accepted favors from 
Rockwell include Charles King,

Hamilton and A1 Alibrando. 
Footnote: We called all the

WASHINGTON (AP) - Rich 
investors whose large deduc­ 
tions for interest and other ex­ 
penses allow them to escape 
paying federal income tax may 
be in for an unpleasant surprise 
when they file their tax forms 
next year. 
The House and the Senate Fi­ 
nance Committee have voted to 
close some loopholes and raise 
taxes of the wealthy by about 
$1 billion a year. 
The Senate committee, in vot­ 
ing 10 to 0 Wednesday for tight- 
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ening the loopholes, also ap­ 
proved a 1270-million tax break 
for wealthy Americans who do 
pay large sums to the federal 
government.

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — 
Christian forces attacked leftist 
Moslems on two new battle- 
fronts in eastern Lebanon to­ 
day. A police spokesman re­ 
ported 88 persons killed and 116 
wounded, raising the toll in the 
13-month-old civil war to more 
than 18,500 dead. 
Police said fighting was heav­ 
iest along an 11-mile front in 
the Faraya ski area 25 miles 
northeast of Beirut. Right-wing 
Christians launched an attack 
there Wednesday night after a 
day-long barrage of howitzers 
and tank guns. 
The attack was an attempt to 
outflank four Moslem mountain 
villages that overlook the Mt. 
Lebanon 
Christian 
enclave. 
They have withstood repeated 
Christian attacks since the elec­ 
tion Saturday of President-elect 
Elias Sarkis, a Christian. 
Leftist Moslem forces holding 
the area claimed the attack 
was repulsed. But spokesmen 
for the Phalange party, which 
has the largest Christian mi­ 
litia, said the Christian forces 
were stepping up pressure on 
the villages. 
The other new front was 
about 35 miles east of Beirut. 
The police said Christian forces 
there were trying to ease Mos­ 
lem pressure on the belea­ 
guered Christian garrison at 
Zahleh, biggest town in eastern 
Lebanon.

DEAR MARILYN — A garbage disposal repair ser­ 
vice very kindly gave me the following remedy for your 
problem.

Remove plug, turn unit and the water 
Faucet on and let it run. This should dissolve any linger­ 
ing grease or food particles that must be causing the odor, 
as the trap under the sink is to prevent sewer gas from 
coming back.

DEAR POLLY — When anyone, a child or grownup, has a 
blister on the foot, everything seems to irritate it. We put a 
corn pad with a hole in the center over the blister.

$200,000 exceeds the top pre­ 
vious salary with the Cards 
thought to be Lou Brock’s $175,- 
000 last year. 
Before that Bob Gibson was 
believed to have been paid 


$150,000 in 1974. Last year, 
when he hit .332 and estab­ 
lished a NL record of 188 hits 
by a catcher, Simmons was be­ 
lieved to have drawn $125,000. 
The Cards said Simmons’ 
agreement to the contract 
came in principle following a 
meeting with team owner Au­ 
gust A. Busch Jr., last month, 
with the signing awaiting settle­ 
ment of detail.

Hoffman and Ferdinand Ro­ 
mano, former former general 
manager of the GAG Packing 
Co. of Boston. Romano has 
been granted immunity from 
prosecution by the subcom­ 
mittee to testify against his for­ 
mer employers. 


Gutmann said the GAO, an 
investigatory wing of Congress, 
concluded that the high price 
paid by the military for beef is 
a direct result of “stringent re­ 
quirements” that need to be 
eased. 


As an example, he said the 
Defense Department and the 
Veterans Administration both 
awarded contracts for 30,000 
pounds of diced beef on the 
same day last October. But he 
said the military paid $1.54 per 
pound and the VA paid $1.12 
per pound. 


In another instance, he said, 
both agencies bought approxi­ 
mately the same amount of pot 
roasts, but the military paid 
$1.80 per pound and the VA 
paid $1.19 per pound. 
Social Security Act 
found discriminating 
against men over 64 


NEW YORK (AP) — A feder­ 
al judge has ruled that the So­ 
cial Security Act discriminates 
against men over the age of 64. 
The ruling means $16.50 a 
month more for the man who 
filed the suit, and federal law­ 
yers say it could cost $400 mil­ 
lion a year if generally applied. 
Testimony during the trial of 
the suit put the total cost at an 
estimated $1.4 billion, if retro­ 
active payments were made to 
all those persons who were dis­ 
criminated against. 
However, the decision Tues­ 
day, was not a class action rul­ 
ing. It was made by U.S. Dis­ 
trict Court Judge Thomas Platt 
in a suit by William Webster, 
67, of Long Island. Thus, it ap­ 
plies only to Webster’s case. 
The Social Security Adminis­ 
tration said it would ask feder­ 
al lawyers to appeal the case. 
Webster’s suit was based on 
a 1972 amendment to the Social 
Security Act that he said dis­ 
criminated against older men 


in favor of women and younger 
men. 
The 
amendment was de­ 
signed to eliminate earlier dis­ 
crimination in favor of women, 
who had qualified for higher 
benefits on reaching the age of 
62 while men had to wait until 
they reached age 65. 
Under the revised law, all 
women — and all men who 
reached the age of 62 after 
Dec. 31,1974 — were to receive 
equal benefits computed under 
a single formula. However, the 
law was not retroactive. That 
means that men who had al­ 
ready reached the age of 62 
continue to receive benefits un­ 
der the old formula. 
In Webster’s case that means 
that when he applied for bene­ 
fits at age 65 in January 1974, 
he was awarded $187.50 a 
month, while a single woman 
born on the same date and with 
the 
same 
earnings 
record 
would have received $204 a 
month.

Kehl, with cuts of 
Bond signs bill banning studded tires

(AP) — A ban on the use of 
studded snow tires during the 
non-winter months was signed 
into law today by Gov. Christ­ 
opher S. Bond. 
The measure, supported by 
the state Highway Department 
as a means of curbing rising 
highway maintenance due to 
damage caused by the metal 
studs, was among 15 bills the 
governor signed. All but one of 
them will become effective on 
Aug. 13. 
Also signed into law were 
bills revising the pension plan 
for employes of the highway 
patrol and state Highway De­ 
partment, allowing retired state 
workers with professional skills 
to work as parttime state con­ 
sultants while still receiving 
pension benefits and prohibit 
inclusion of specific 
dollar 
amounts in suits for damages 
caused by alleged medical mal­ 
practice. 
The ban on studded tires 
would prohibit use of the tires 
from April through October. 
Highway Department surveys 
have concluded that continued 
use of studded tires year-round 
would have cost the state about 
$220 million in road mainte­ 
nance over the next 30 years. 
Opponents of the studs claim 


it is only a matter of time be­ 
fore tires manuafacturers find 
an alternative to them. Sales of 
studded tires have dropped 27 
per cent since 1972. 
In signing the malpractice 
measure, one of six sent to him 
by the legislature last session, 
Bond said there was a technical 
problem with the bill that could 
cause it to be invalidated. 
He said, however, he would 
let the courts settle that ques­ 
tion, hopefully upholding the 
measure because it is “an im­ 
portant step in dealing with a 
pressing health care problem.” 
The legislative package of 
malpractice measures, recom­ 
mended by a special task force 
on the issue, are intended to 
curb the problem of soaring 
malpractice insurance rates. 
In addition to the technical 
problem with the bill, other of­ 
ficials have claimed it could 
violate constitutional guaran­ 
tees of equal protection since it 
prohibits only those with medi­ 
cal malpractice claims from 
asking for a specific amount of 
money in damages, while those 
with other types of damage 
suits are not prohibited from 
doing so. 
The pension measure is in­ 
tended to equalize the benefits 
of the plan covering 8,000 high­ 


way and highway patrol em­ 


ployes with the plans which 
currently covers 36,000 under 
the state’s main pension sys­ 
tem. It eliminates the employ 
pension contribution, which was 
dropped several years ago for 
those under the main plan.

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Electronic mail service 
studied by postal service 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Postal Service, concerned that 
traditional mail service may 
become obsolete, is studying 
ways of harnessing new tech­ 
nology to send some types of 
mail electronically. 
Concepts now under prelimi­ 
nary consideration would use 
microwave and satellite tech­ 
nology to transmit messages. 
In the two centuries since 
Benjamin Franklin established 
the nation's postal system, mail 
handling has always meant 
hand-shipment of a message 
from one point to another. But 
postal officials say the concepts 
now under study are: 
—An “urgent message serv­ 
ice,” under which a message 
could 
be 
transmitted 
elec­ 
tronically between post offices. 
A facsimile of the original 
could be picked up at a distant 
post office within an hour of 
when it was sent. As an al­ 
ternative, the copy could be de­ 
livered to a business address 
within four hours. 
—“Lettergram,” a service 
similar to the present Mail- 
gram but designed for mass 
mailings. 
Electronic 
trans­ 
mission could be used to send 
one message to post offices in 
various locations. Copies could 
then be delivered to individual 
recipients. 
—An airline ticketing service, 
whereby an airplane ticket 
could be ordered by telephone. 
The ticket could be printed in a 
post office and delivered by the 
Postal Service the day after it 
was ordered. 
Postal officials discussed the 
concepts at a recent conference 
of the Direct Mail Marketing 
Association. 
Robert R. Jordan, director of 
the Postal Service’s office of 
product management, said in 
an interview that none of the 
concepts is close to being put 
into practice and all would be 
subject to tests. 
The closest thing to electronic 
mail yet tried is Mailgram, 
which postal officials consider 
a success. That service began 


in 1970. Now 95,000 Mailgrams 
are sent daily through Western 
Union’s electronic transmission 
facilities and delivered by the 
Postal Service. 
Under the systems now being 
considered, the Postal Service 
itself could for the first time 
transm it 
m essages 
elec­ 
tronically. 
Postal officials are looking 
into new services as use of tra­ 
ditional mail declines. The drop 
in mail usage is expected to 
continue as more postal func­ 
tions are taken over by elec­ 
tronic systems.

Tax credit 
to be issued 
by IRS 


WASHINGTON (A P) - First 


the bad news: the IRS is look­ 
ing for a couple of million 
Americans. 
Now 
the good 


news: the IRS wants to give 
them some money. 
The Internal Revenue Service 


says more than two million 
Americans might be eligible for 
a cash windfall from the gov­ 
ernment, but haven’t applied 
« 


r the money under a special 
x credit available to tax­ 
payers who earned less than 


$8,000 in 1975. 
The IRS had expected up to 


three million people to qualify 
for payments of up to $400 but 
the service said its figures 
show that only about one-tenth 
of that number, or 300,000 indi­ 
viduals, have filed a tax form 
to receive the money. 
A total of $1.5 billion was set 


aside to pay to those claiming 
the credit. 
The windfall is called the 


earned income credit and under 
the provisions of this new tax 
break individuals could receive 
income tax refund checks from 
IRS even if they paid no 1975 
federal taxes. Or the credit 
could be used to reduce any 
taxes owed 


To receive the credit, an indi­ 
vidual must file an income tax. 
return. 
“ It does surprise us how few 


people are taking advantage of 
the credit,” an IRS spokesman 
said. 
The IRS is trying to find po­ 
tentially qualified taxpayers 
who haven’t claimed the credit. 
The tax collectors said that 


by this year’s filing deadline 
the agency had sent form no­ 
tices to 1.8 million people advis­ 
ing them they might have been 
eligible to reduce their tax bill 
by using the credit. 
The reasons for the low re­ 
sponse rate aren't clear yet, 
but analysts in the Treasury 
Department and on Capitol Hill 
suspect the newness of the 
credit, a unique wrinkle in the 
U.S. tax law, is one factor. 
To be eligible for the credit, 


a taxpayer must have earned 
$8,000 or less in 1975 and have 
at least one dependent child If 
named, a joint return must be 
filed. 
The credit applies only to 


wages, 
salaries 
and 
other 


earned income and not, for ex­ 
ample, to interest on savings 
accounts. 
The credit amounts to 10 per 


cent of earned income up to $4,- 
000 minus 10 per cent of earned 
income between $4,000 and 
$8,000. 


It would work this way. A 


married person supporting a 
family of three on $3,300 
wouldn’t have to pay any taxes, 
probably wouldn’t have had 
any withheld from his or ho* 
paycheck and normally would 
not have to file a return.

Big buildup 
for isom etrics 


By Lawrence E. Lamb, M.D. 
DEAR DR. LAMB — I have 
heard that one can build up his 
muscles by doing isometric 
exercises only a few minutes 
a day. Is this true? I would 
like to increase the strength in 
my arms and shoulders par­ 
ticularly, and if I could do this 
with ju st a few, sim ple 
isometric exercises it would 
.certainly be great. Would you 
explain a little bit about how 
important isometric exercises 
are and how one can use them 
to build up the strength and 
size of the muscles? 
DEAR READER - An 
isometric exercise refers to 
co n tractin g the m uscle 
without changing its shape or 
length. A good example would 
be if you tensed your arm 
firmly so all the muscles in 
your arm are contracted even 
though you didn’t move the 
arm or any part of it. 
When you are tensing the 
muscles really the different 
muscle groups are contrac­ 
ting against each other. The 
biceps of the upper arm that 
tends to bend the elbow is con­ 
tracting against the triceps, 
the muscle on the opposite 
side at the back of the arm 
which straightens the elbow. 
These two opposing muscles 
then are really contracting 
against each other with equal 
force and holding the elbow in 
a steady position. You can do 
this with almost any opposing 
sets of muscles in the body. 
You can tighten the leg 
muscles, arm muscles, hand 
muscles a no in all of these in­ 
stances the muscle will gain 
some strength with the 
procedure. 
Some of the claims for the 
effectiveness of isometric ex­ 
ercises have been grossly ex­ 
aggerated. Don’t expect to 
build a Mr. America body 
with a few isometric exer­ 
cises a week. 
One of the biggest disadvan­ 
tages of isometric exercises, 
particularly for middle-aged 
and older people, is their 
effect on the heart and cir­ 


culation. While the muscle is 
tense or c o n t r a c te d it 
prevents the flow of blood 
through that muscle. This in 
turn induces sharp rises in the 
blood pressure and in some 
susceptible people triggers off 
extra beats of the heart which 
may not always be desirable. 
Once a muscle is relaxed, of 
course, there is a sudden rush 
of blood into the muscle. 
Isometric exercises with 
the aitn, for example, held in 
one position will not develop a 
smooth, even, well-developed 
muscle. It may end up being 
bum py and it will be 
strengthened only in those 
fibers that apply leverage 
against one point of attach­ 
ment to the bony skeleton. 
The blood pressure may in­ 
crease as much as 120 points 
from a single isometric con­ 
traction. For this reason I 
would prefer that anyone who 
wants to use isometric exer­ 
cises have a medical evalua­ 
tion first. 
I’d like to point out that 
isometric exercises are not 
the same as weight lifting. In 
moving weights you move 
them through distance. This 
changes the shape of the 
muscles as it shortens and 
lengthens and is an isotonic 
exercise. 
I am all for your idea to 
develop your muscles and 
gain strength. This will help 
you with your posture which 
may in turn, if done properly, 
help prevent backaches. It 
will help improve the function 
of your lungs and general 
health. But I believe you need 
a more balanced program.

Universal Television 
is still the champion 
LOS ANGELES (AP) - The 
networks have announced their 
television schedules for the 1976- 
77 season, and the winner and 
still champioin of the studios is 
—Universal Television. 
It’s no surprise. The only 
surprising aspect to the new 
schedule is how far Universal 
scores ahead of its competitors. 
The studio will have 14 hours of 
weekly programming in prime 
time, pi us another hour and a 
half that has already been or­ 
dered for mid-season. 
Next in line is Columbia 
Television with five hours, 
followed by Norman Lear’s 
company with three and a half 
hours, MTM Enterprises and 
Quinn Martin Productions with 
three apiece. 
How does Universal do it? 
“It boils down to providing the 
best product,” says Universal 
TV president Frank Price with 
understandable pride. “We’ve 
had interesting premises that 
have intrigued the networks, 
and in the past two or three 
years have done things that 
have set new pattreras. 
“For instance, ’Rich Man, 
Poor Man.’ It was a new form 
for commercial television in the 
United States — dramatizing a 
novel. The networks had never 
presented a series that was self- 
cancelling. 


“But because of its success, 
the show led to two others: ’Rich 
Man, Poor Man, Book II’ and 
‘Bestsellers.’ 
“We’ve also had success in 
our approach to shows that 
would fit into the Family Hour: 
‘The Six Million Dollar Man,’ 
'Bionic 
Woman’ 
and 
S*Emergency.’ And in the area 
of cop shows, we have come up 
with the best quality series. I’m

Ex-astronauts struggle over 
mental illness to be presented 
in movie ‘Return to Earth1 


NEW YORK (AP) - “It is 
my devout wish to bring emo­ 
tional depression into the open 
and so treat it as one does a 
physical infirmity ... it must be 
treated, and the sooner the bet­ 
ter.” 
So wrote ex-astronaut “Buzz” 
Aldrin Jr. in “return to Earth,” 
a book in which he told of his 
quiet struggle to overcome 
emotional illness two years 
after becoming the second man 
in history to walk on the moon. 
The book, which he coau­ 
thored with newsman Wayne 
Warga, now is a television 
movie starring Cliff Robertson 
as Aldrin and Shirley Knight as 
his wife, Joan. It’ll be on ABC 
this Friday night and we urge 
you to see it. 
It isn’t a simplistic heroes- 
are-human yarn. It’s a subtle, 
sympathetic, story of how one 
man acclaimed as a hero real­ 
ised he had an emotional prob­ 
lem, how it affected him and 
his family and how he coped 
with it. 
Most of Aldrin’s book was de­ 
voted to his boyhood life, his 
Air Force career and what hap­ 
pened to him in the space pro­ 
gram before, during and imme­ 
diately after his historic Apollo 
11 flight in July 1989. 
In Friday’s movie, the em­ 
phasis is on the last part of the 
book, which deals with his af­ 
fair with a New York divorcee 
named Marianne, 
the psy­ 
chiatric help he sought for 
acute depression after Apollo 11 
and the disintegration of his 17- 
year marriage to Joan. 
As Aldrin, Robertson does a 
superb, finely shaded job of de­ 
picting the gradual deteriora­ 
tion of a once supremely con­ 
fident man now slowly with­ 
drawing from the pressure of 
fame and a life-long desire to 
excel. 
The tone is set early in the 
film, when he meets the di­ 
vorcee — played by Stefanie 
Powers — at an aerospace in­ 
dustry dinner here.

MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP) - 
A psychiatrist says a study 
shows that television violence 
affects the mental health of 
adults the same as it does chil­ 
dren and has suggested volun­ 
tary “prescription TV” for cer­ 
tain personalities. 
"Dramatized television pro­ 
grams have substantial impact 
not only upon the young, but 
also upon adults,” Dr. Roderic 
Goraey of the UCLA Depart­ 
ment of Psychiatry told the 
American Psychiatric Associ­ 
ation here Tuesday. 
“People have always said we 
should be careful of what our 
kids watch on TV,” he said. 
“But now, we see that tele­ 
vision can affect adult behav­ 
ior, which in turn carries over 
to the way he treats his child.” 
Gorney 
said 
psychiatrists 
"can’t make a flatfooted state­ 
ment about what everyone 
should view.” 
But he said he hopes his 
study 
can 
lead 
to 
“pre­ 
scription” TV programming for 
co-tain pesonalities in the same 
way a doctor prescribes a diet 
for ulcer patients. Hopefully 
viewers would follow the guide­ 
lines. 
“I’m not interested hi federal 
censorship,”

Conflicts (on 
TV) are generally resolved by 
violence, rather than negotia­ 
tion, coopperation or even argu­ 
ment or debate.” 
He said even sophisticated 
persons can be influenced by 
vident shows and that “a pro­ 
grammed viewer can assume 
this is a normal way to resolve 
a conflict in real life.”

They don’t interview 
your neighbors to find out about

The bureaus simply provide 
information about your past biU- 
paying record. The bank, 
department 
store or 
other 
agency granting the credit 
makes the decision about 
whether to approve your ap­ 
plication. 
Credit bureaus should not be 
confused with agencies which 
conduct investigations for in­ 
surance companies and others, 
including potential employers. 
These agencies may indeed 
check your credit, but their 
basic aim is to provide detai-

The granting of credit is a 
multibillion- dollar business. 
The Fédéral Reserve Board

Q. What is a credit bureau? 
A. Associated Credit Bureaus, 
Inc., a trade association, 
describes a credit bureau as “a 
clearinghouse of consumer 
credit information” designed to 
give merchants, banks and 
others an idea of how you have 
handled your past financial 
responsibilities. 
Q. How do I know if there is a 
credit report on me? 
A. Chances are, there is one. 
Records are started the first 
time you apply for a credit card, 
take out a loan, pay for 
something on time or open a 
charge account 
Q. How can I find out what’s in 
the record? 
A. The Fair Credit Reporting 
Act of 1971 requires credit 
bureaus to show you your record 
upon presentation of proper 
identification. The credit bureau 
also must tell you where it got 
the information and must give 
you the names of those who have 
received employment reports 
within the past two years and 
those who have received credit 
reports within the past six 
months. 
Q. How do I know which credit 
bureau has myrecords? 
A. If you are denied creditdue 
to a report from a credit bureau, 
the credit granter must teU you 
the name and address of the 
bureau involved.

Now, more than ever, 
remodeling the old house 
is an important alterna­ 
tive to moving.

Homeowners everywhere 
are fihding It will cost even 
more to heat their homes 
this winter, so the search 
Is on more seriously than 
ever before for ways to 
reduce fuel consumption 
and lower fuel bills. 
The 12 most practical 
ways to cut your fuel bills 
are listed here. 
1. Insulate your home 
well. It’s the most effec­ 
tive thing you can do. With 
adequate Insulation, your 
home will require only 
about 50 per cent as much 
fuel as with no insulation. 
To insulate an existing 
home, first pay attention 
to the top floor celling, 
where heat loss Is greatest. 
You can generally Insu­ 
late this ceiling yourself 
by laying thick but light­ 
weight fiber glass blankets 
between joists In the attic 
floor. 
If you already have 
some insulation, you can 
use an “add-on” insulation 
which is made specifically 
to bring inadequate attic 
insulation up to today’s 
standards. Consult an in­ 
sulation contractor about 
insulating closed-in ceil­ 
ings and walls. 
Choose amounts of in­ 
sulation by Resistance 
numbers, which tell how 
well insulation retards 
heat flow. In new homes, 
use at least R-19 (6Vi 


inches thickness) in ceil­ 
ings, R-ll (3% inches to 4 
inches thickness) in walls. 
Insulation in floors is 
needed for homes built 
over open crawl spaces. 
2. Use storm windows or 
insulating glass. Double 
glass resists heat loss al­ 
most twice as well as sin­ 
gle glass. 
3. Use storm doors, and 
keep them tightly latched. 
4. Weatherstrip 
win­ 
dows and doors to keep 
warm air in, cold air out. 
5. Caulk cracks around 
the outside of window and 
door frames. 
6. Call 
in a heating 
service man to clean and 
adjust the heating burner. 
He should also check bal­ 
ancing of the heat distri­ 
bution system to make 
sure no room gets more 
heat than it needs. 


7. Clean or replace fur­ 
nace filters. Dirty filters 
may severely hinder move­ 
ment of warm air, reduc­ 
ing furnace efficiency and 
wasting fuel. 
8. Set the thermostat 
back at night, but only 
six or seven degrees. A 
bigger setback will require 
extra fuel on morning 
pick-up. Always set the 
thermostat back if you’re 
going to be away for a 
weekend or longer.
